1. Novelty . ■ • • . . • • 

Claim 1 is a condenser microphone for increasing sound quality by forming a soundTwave inflow path at 
a PCB. 

Dl is a capacitor microphone which is provided to considerably decrease a noise by howling and echo 
phenomenon and the wind by forming an important sound- wave inflow path at a pressure portion of a 
metal case body and a PCB. 

Therefore, claim 1 is not novel. 

2. Inventive Step. 

Claim 2 is the depedent claim of claim 1. Furthermore, it has a gas outflow groove for discharging 
gas produced in an SMD bonding. D2 suggests a gas outflow groove. 

The further component of claim 3 is not suggested in any of Dl and D2, but it could be obviously 
invented by making a simple modification of Dl &D2. 

Therefore, claim 2-3 do not involve an inventive step. 
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
